DEPT. OF STATE 


STATE NEWS BULLETIN 


Few people realize the extent 
to which tne State of Micnigan 
is in the business of Pupusning 
books. In the execution of fis 


auues as provided by law, 
Orvitte E. Atwood, Secretary OL 
State, is the capivol’s chier pub-~ 
lisher of books, pamphiets and 
other public records. aes, 
Pubucation of the “Michigan 
Manual” and the Public Acts ol 
each session of the iegislature, is 
a matter of routine for the De- 
partment of State, and has been 
jor years. Because of this, the 
immensity of the projects often 
escapes notice. 
interesting figures are drawn 
from the most recent publication 
of the State Department—the 
1935 “Michigan Manual,” the 
bound red book which has been 
a familiar symbol of state records 
for many years, 
There were 15,000 
the Manual printed, to be sola 
to the public at cost, of $1.50 a 
volume. Several thousand of the 
books are distributed to public 
officials without cost; the total 
cost to the state is about $23,000 
for the printing, binding ana 
engraving. The entire consign- 
ment, weighing approximately 
1% pounds per volume, woula 
tip the beams at 11% tons. Mos: 
of them are shipped out of Lan- 
sing and at state expense, too. 
With each book being 1% inch- 
es thick, they would form a pile 
of 2,187 feet, or almost half a 
mile, if the 15,000 books were 
stacked one on top of another. 
The pages, measuring 9 by 
inches, with some 850 to a volume 
have a total area of 4,781,236 
square feet, or almost 110 acres. 
Nor is the Manual the largest 
wlishing project the State De- 
.tment tackles. Every 10 years 
vhe laws of the state are compil- 
ed. The last compilation was 
published in 1929. Each set is of 
four volumes, each one of which 
is twice the size of any manual. 
Twenty thousand sets of The 
Compiled Acts of 1929 were 
printed, making 80,000 giant 
books for the printing and bind- 
ing project. 


EXPLAINS RAILWAY POSTAL 
CLERK EXAM. PROCEDURE 


The United States Civil Service 
Commission has received more 
than 20U,000 applications for the 
Rauway Postal Clerk examina- 
tion, receipt of applicauons tor 
which closed on October 28, 1935. 

It is necessary to hold this ex- 
amination in certain cities on 
succeeding dates, because of the 
large number of competitors. The 
Commission has received very 
numerous inquiries from appli- 
cants who have heard that some 
persons in their own cities have 
been notified to appear for ex- 
amination, whereas they them- 
selves have not yet received 
notification cards. The fact that 
an applicant has not as yet re- 
ceived an admission card has no 
significance and is due solely to 
the different examination dates 
necessary. 

All applicants whose applica- 
tions have been accepted will in 
due course be sent admission 
cards, giving the date and place 
of examination. 

Applicants examined on the 
first day will, of course, have no 
preference in appointments over 
applicants examined on any of 
the succeeding dates, as the en- 
tire register will be made up on 
the same date. Applicants are 
urged not té write to the Civil 
Service Commission concerning 
the date of the examination, as 
this tends to retard the work of 
*he office.

STATE NEWS BULLETIN 


Few people realize the extent 
to which tne State of Micnigan 
is in the business of puousning 
books. In the execution of his 


dautues as provided by law, 
Orvitte E, Atwood, Secretary of 
State, is the capicol’s chier pub- 
lisher of books, pamphiets and 
other public records. ee 

Pubucation. of the “Michigan 
Manual” and the Public Acts ot 
each session of the legislature, is 
a matter of routine tor the De- 
partment of State, and has been 
tor years. Because of this, the 
immensity of the projects often 
escapes notice. 

Interesting figures are drawn 
from the most recent publication 
of the State Department—the 
1935 “Michigan Manual,” the 
bound red book which has been 
a farniliar symbol of state records 
for many years. . 

There were 15,000 copies of 
the Manual printed, to be sola 
to the public at cost, of $1.50 a 
volume. Several thousand of the 
books are distributed to public 
officials without cost; the total 
cost to the state is about $23,000 
for the printing, binding ana 
engraving. The entire consign- 
ment, weighing approximately 
1% pounds per volume, woula 
tip the beams at 11% tons. Mos: 
of them are shipped out of Lan- 
sing and at state expense, too. 

With each book being 1% inch- 
es thick, they would form a pile 
of 2,187 feet, or almost half a 
mile, if the 15,000 books were 
stacked one on top of another. 
The pages, measuring 9 by 
inches, with some 850 to a volume 
have a total area of 4,781,236 
square feet, or almost 110 acres. 

Nor is the Manual the largest 

olishing project the State De- 
. ..tment tackles. Every 10 years 
ihe laws of the state are compil- 
ed. The last compilation was 
published in 1929. Each set is of 
four volumes, each one of which 
is twice the size of any manual. 
Twenty thousand sets of The 
Compiled Acts of 1929 were 
printed, making 80,000 giant 
books for the printing and bind- 
ing project. 


EXPLAINS RAILWAY POSTAL 
CLERK EXAM. PROCEDURE 


The United States Civil Service 
Commission has received more 
than 200,000 applications for the 
Railway Postal Clerk examina- 
tion, receipt of applications tor 
which closed on October 28, 1935. 

It is necessary to hold this ex- 
amination in certain cities on 
succeeding dates, because of the 
large number of competitors. The 
Commission has received very 
numerous inquiries from appii- 
cants who have heard that some 
persons in their own cities have 
been notified to appear for ex- 
amination, whereas they them- 
selves have not yet received 
notification cards. The fact that 
an applicant has not as yet re- 
ceived an admission card has no 
significance and is due solely to 
the different examination dates 
necessary. 

All applicants whose applica- 
tions have been accepted will in 
due course be sent admission 
cards, giving the date and place 
of examination. 

Applicants examined on the 
first day will, of course, have no 
preference in appointments over 
applicants examined on any of 
the succeeding dates, as the en- 
tire register will be made up on 
the same date. Applicants are 
urged not té write to the Civil 
Service Commission concerning 
the date of the examination, as 
this tends to retard the work of 
*he office.
